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City Council Welcomes New

The Greenbelt City Council’s 
regular April 10 meeting opened 
with an introduction of the new 
city clerk, Kathleen Gallagher, 
who began her employment with 
the city a week earlier. Gallagher, 
a Greenbelt resident, formerly 
worked for the University of 
Maryland University College. 

Noting that “Greenbelt is now 
a Maryland Plant Community,” 
Mayor Judith Davis showed a 
plaque from the State of 
Maryland’s Community Forest 
Council awarding the city the 
Green Award in recognition of its 
planting program, which is de- 
scribed as exhibiting “continuity, 
planning, support and a budget.” 
City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin went on to describe 
the recent celebration of Arbor 
Day in which a white oak was 
planted on the lake path just past 
the bandstand. 

Census 2000 

Director of Planning and 
Community Development Celia 
Craze provided an update on the 
city's efforts to support Census 
2000. She indicated that 
Greenbelt’s mail-back response 
rate to date was 60 percent, 
which is also the national re- 


adding that only six percent of all 
jurisdictions had made their mail- 
back target rate of 73%. Census 
enumerators will start making 
home visits on April 27, she 
noted. The mayor commended 
the efforts of Craze, the home- 
owner associations, the News Re- 
view and others for promoting 
the census and urged residents to 
mail in their forms. 
Roundabout 

Council approved construction 
of a permanent traffic-calming 
roundabout (circle) on Hanover 
Parkway at the entrance to 
Greenbelt Lake Village and 
Schrom Hills: Park. The opera- 
tion of the roundabout has been 
tested the last few months using 
flexible bollards. Craze said that 
the roundabout is generally per- 
forming as intended, although 
some minor changes will be 
made including narrowing the 
traffic lanes, increasing the diam- 
eter of the roundabout and en- 
larging the chokers preceeding 
the roundabout. The final design 
will provide adequate room for 
fire trucks, Craze assured council. 
The estimate cost for the perma- 
nent roundabout is $10,000. 

On a 3 - 2 vote, council re- 
newed Belle Point’s permit for an

ing around the sign and has hired 
a company to maintain the land- 
scaping. In approving the re- 
newal, council stated that if 
landscaping is not maintained, 


the permit will be revoked. 


Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
expressed the view that the appli- 
cant, Belle Point Commercial, 
had already had a chance to ad- 
equately landscape around the 
sign and had not done so. The 
vote was 3 to 2 to renew the per- 
mit (with conditions) for six 
months. 
Contract 

By unanimous vote, council 
awarded a $30,000 contract for 
sidewalk and curb replacement to 
VMP Construction. The city’s 
contract will piggyback on one 
the company has with the City of 
College Park. Councilmember 
Edward Putens suggested that 
council consider a program 
which would also allow 
homeowners to take advantage of 
the lower “piggyback” costs. 
City Manager McLaughlin said 
he would look into the matter. 

Council discussed the task 
force that will be created to ad- 
vise the State Highway Adminis- 
tration on the Neighborhood 
Conservation Project to improve

FY2001 Proposed City Budget 
Calls for Five Cent Tax

The boom times creating a 
surplus at the state level are not 
providing the same benefit to 
Greenbelt. _As a result, in order 
to balance his proposed $15.2 
million budget, City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin is calling 
for a five cent increase in the 
city tax rate, plus use of 
$200,800 in city reserves. If 
council does vote to raise taxes, 
it will be the seventh consecutive 
year with a tax increase. The ef- 
fect of this increase will be par- 
tially offset by an expected three 
cent increase in the municipal 
tax differential, which reduces 
residents’ county tax rate in rec- 


ognition of the services provided 
by the city. 
Revenues 

The driving force behind the 
budget is not any major new 
program or initiative, according 
to McLaughlin. Instead it is the 
lack of growth in the city’s tax 
base. The assessed value of 
commercial property in the city 
has decreased since last year, and 
the assessed value of residential 
property has increased only 
slightly. Combined with a de- 
crease in the value of “personal 
property,” (business furniture and 
equipment), each cent of the 
city’s tax rate is expected to gen- 
eraté just $53,000, a 2.2 percent 
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decrease from the $54,200 yield 
in the current fiscal year. Over 
the past seven years, the city’s 
assessable tax base has increased 
just 3.3 percent despite the addi- 
tion of Greensprings II and the 
Lakes at Greenbelt Village. 

At an April 3 worksession, 
McLaughlin and City Treasurer 
Jeffrey Williams expressed con- 
cern over adjustments made to 
the assessments of some com- 
mercial properties. They plan to 
meet with the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Assessments and Taxa- 
tion to better understand the as- 
sessment process and to ensure 
that commercial properties are 
properly assessed. 

Although the state is project- 
ing a six percent increase in in- 
come. tax revenues and the 
county is expecting a seven per- 
cent increase, the city’s share of 
this tax has generally increased 
much less than the state and 
county shares, so the budget 
projects just a three percent in- 
crease. McLaughlin said that 
much of the increase in income 
tax revenue has reflected capital 
gains, and the city’s demograph- 
ics may make this a less signifi- 
cant source of income for city 
residents. 

The bottom line is that total 
city revenues are projected to in- 
crease just 0.6 percent in the

Dole remarked that $84 million 
had, to date, been collected to 
fund the memorial, which will be 
located on the national mall near 
the Reflecting Pool. The 
groundbreaking is scheduled for 
November 11, Veterans Day, of 
this year. He much appreciated 
the fund-raising effort undertaken 
by the students. 

The ceremony, “A Grateful 
Community Remembers the 
World War II Generation,” 
opened with the Presentation of 


Colors by the Greenbelt Ameri- 


can Legion, followed by a prayer 
for peace and thanksgiving by 
Father Thomas Crowley. The 
kindergarten class led the audi- 
ence in the Pledge of Allegiance. 
In reflecting on the spirit of that 
generation, William Sheehan 
(U.S. Marine Corps) a World 
War II veteran, recounted his re- 
membrance of every family’s 
participation in the rationing pro- 
grams for food, gasoline, and 
goods and (concerning children), 
donating their tin soldiers to the 
war effort. 

Jeff Grant (fifth grade) read 
an excerpt from Tom Brokaw’s ~ 
“The Greatest Generation.” Mu- = 
sic for the ceremony was pro- 
vided by the first grade class, 
who sang “Grand Old Flag,” and 
the St. Hugh’s Advanced Band, 
which played the “Star Spangled 


Banner,” “Declaration and 
Dance” and the “Mt. Vernon 
March.”

Berwyn Heights will all appoint 
members. It was agreed that an 
advertisement soliciting applica- 
tions to serve on the task force 
will be placed in the News Re- 
view. 

Council unanimously voted 
to repeal and reenact Resolution 
No. 876 in order to make sev-

In his acceptance remarks, 
Dole spoke of the teamwork of an 
entire nation: from the children 
who collected scrap materials for 
the war effort; to the women who 
went to work, some taking jobs 
previously held only by men; to 
those at the front who gave of 
their lives for their country. He 
also spoke of responsibility, of 
General Dwight Eisenhower’s D- 
Day decision, weighing the risks 
of success and failure, aware of 
the human costs regardless of the 
outcome. 

The faculty and students 
thanked Dole for attending the 
event. They presented him with a 
card, signed by all the students of 
the school, a St. Hugh’s Seahawks 
T-shirt and a cookbook of favorite 
recipes from the St. Hugh's 
Church community. Dole ex- 
pressed his delight with these gifts 
and remarked that his wife would 


especially enjoy the cookbook. 
History of the Project 

The fund-raiser for the World 
War II Memorial started as a 
small project in Robert Murphy’s 
social studies classes with the 
6th, 7th and 8th grades. “I re- 
ceived a solicitation for the me- 
morial from the History Channel. 
It was included in the “Save Our 
History” teacher’s manuals on 
World War II. They ran a docu- 
mentary on the memorial and we 
were just beginning to study that 
period in history. I thought that 
collecting for it would be a good 
way to integrate the past, the 
present and the future,” Murphy 
said. 

“They had sent a small carton 
to collect pennies, which | set on 
my desk. I figured maybe we'd 
collect thirty dollars or so. But 
we quickly outgrew that.” Soon

2000/2001 fiscal year (FY2001) 
excluding a one-time gain from 
a change in national govern- 
mental accounting standards. 
In addition to the tax increase, 
McLaughlin proposes to use 
$200,800 from the city’s Gen- 
eral Fund balance (undesignated 
reserves), plus the proceeds of 
the accounting change, for capi- 
tal projects and debt service, in 
accordance with a “draw down” 
plan approved by council in 
1999. In general McLaughlin 
has recommended against any 
use of the General Fund bal- 
ance to pay for operating ex- 
penditures, since this would 
build a shortfall into future 
years’ budgets. ~ 
Fee Increases 

McLaughlin’s budget also 
proposes increasing several 
fees. Some Greenbelt commu- 
nities use private haulers for 
refuse collection and city ser- 
vice for recycling only. The 
cost of such recycling only col- 
lection is proposed to increase 
by.$2, to $20 per year. (Fees 
for refuse and recycling collec- 
tion will remain unchanged.) 

Greenbelt Aquatic and Fit- 
ness Center pass.fees will re- 
main unchanged for both resi- 
dents and nonresidents. Daily 
admission fees for nonresidents 
will be increased by $2. Dur- 
ing the summer, the number of 
daily admissions increased sig- 
nificantly on weekends. By 
raising the nonresident daily 
rates, the Recreation Depart- 
ment hopes to reduce weekend 
overcrowding without decreas- 
ing total revenues. 

Bus fares on the Greenbelt 
Connection will also. increase if 
McLaughlin’s proposed budget 
is approved by council. The 
proposed fares are $1.25 for se- 
niors and children, and $1.75 
for riders 18 to 62 years old. 
This is the first increase since 
1994. Even with this increase, 
fares are projected to cover just 
$8,000 of the $63,100 cost of 
operating the Greenbelt Con- 
nection, with the remaining 
$55,100 covered by general city 
revenues. 

Cable franchise fees are also 
projected to increase due to the 
signing of a 15-year agreement 
with Comcast Communications. 
In addition, the potential sale of 
the Springhill Lake system to 
Comcast and a franchise agree- 
ment with Starpower could fur- 
ther increase franchise fees. 

Program Cutbacks

These include closing the 
Aquatics and Fitness Center at 
9 p.m. after Labor Day.

The 
Greenbelt Connection would 
stop running at 2 p.m. on Sun- 
days, instead of 4 p.m. 
($1,200), and one fewer police 
car would be purchased than 
was requested by the Police De- 
partment ($22,800). 
Expenditures 

Total salary and benefits ex- 
penditures are projected to in- 
crease 4.5 percent over the 
FY2000 budget. The total num- 
ber of “full time equivalents” is 
proposed to increase just 0.7 
percent. The major factors be- 
hind the increased expenditures 
are a two percent cost of living 
adjustment for city staff, a two 
percent bonus for employees 
meeting certain performance 
standards and the city’s recent 
decision to join the improved 
state Pension System. The Pen- 
sion System, which covers most 
city employees other than police 
provided a low level of benefits 
relative to the police pensions 
and the old Retirement System, 

Other factors driving up ex- 
penditures for salaries and ben- 
efits are council’s past decision 
to provide a city deferred com- 
pensation contribution to police 
in the McLeo system and long 
time employees in the Retire- 
ment System. The second 
phase of this committment is 
scheduled to take effect in 
FY2001. In addition, the fed- 
eral government’s share of the 
salaries of officers hired with 
Community Oriented Policing 
grants is decreasing, with the 
city having to pay more of the 
cost of these officers. The bud- 
get also provides $125,000 for 
salary increases based upon a 
salary and benefits comparison 
study now underway. Finally, 
employee health insurance its 
expected to increase by 10 per- 
cent.

creased significantly, total costs 
for motor vehicle maintenance 
(which includes. fuel), were just 
5.3 percent above the budgeted 
amounts in the current fiscal 
year, due to savings from the 
preventive maintenance pro- 
gram. For FY2001, the motor 
vehicle maintenance budget is 
projected to increase just 0.1 
percent above estimated 
FY2000 expenditures. 
Unmet Needs 

As always, there are a num- 
ber of “unmet needs,” identified 
by city staff but not funded in 
the city manager’s budget. The 
most expensive of these needs 
for FY2001 involve personnel. 
One of the needs that 
McLaughlin did not fund is an 
Assistant City Manager/Intern, 
estimated cost $40,000 to 
$60,000. The police depart- 
ment requested five additional 
officers at a cost of $360,200, 
and the Assisted Living Task 
Force has called for hiring a 
community resource advocate, 
estimated cost $44,000. Addi- 
tional significant (in cost terms) 
unmet needs include: a half- 
time community promotion as- 
sistant ($18,000), 4 community 
policing trailer ($21,000), and a 
fuel dispensing system for the 
public works department 
($18,000).

| Secor, start buying smart. Recycling is good, but it’s

you bring to the store. Tell your grocer you want more options for 
buying in bulk. Buy the largest size containers when you can. Buy 
whole fruits and vegetables when possible and avoid unnecessary 
| trays and wraps. If you only have one or two items, tell the checker 
you don’t need a bag. Use durable items such as cloth towels and 
reusable dinnerware rather than disposable items. Don’t throw 
good usable items in the trash. Call an organization that runs a 
thrift store.
